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RINGS ‘STOLEN’ 
FROM ROOT OFl 
DEAD PATIENT 


POLICE and health chiefs 
have launched separate inve¬ 
stigations into allegations two 
diamond rings were stolen 
from the body of a patient at 
Harlow’s Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. 

Alma Wade (93) was wearing the 
rings and a gold band when she 
passed away after three weeks of 
treatment for pneumonia. 

But when her family went to the 
hospital to pick up her belongings, 
the diamond rings which she had

worn every day for more than 60 
years, were not handed back. 

“This has absolutely devastated 
our family,” said Natasha Jones- 
Chapman, who is Mrs Wade’s eldest 
granddaughter. 

“My nan lived a full and happy 
life and this has affected us more 
than her death. To think somebody 
might have touched her and taken 
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her rings off after she died sickens 
me and it has absolutely sickened my 
dad.” 

Mrs Jones-Chapman (39), of 
Churchgate Street, Harlow, said she 
and her mother Janet (60) went to the 
hospital the day after Mrs Wade’s 
death to collect her personal posses¬ 
sions but were shocked to find an 
envelope with her jewellery in it only 
contained the gold band. 

They asked about the diamond 
rings and were told to return a few

HARLOW MP Bill Rammell 
spent almost £1,500 of taxpayers' 
money on replastering and insta¬ 
lling downlights in a bedroom of 
his Harlow home. 

According to the The Daily 
Telegraph , the new Minister of 
State for the Armed Forces 
claimed £1,360 on Parliamentary 
expenses for the redecoration 
work. 

He also claimed £475 a month 
last year to pay interest costs on 


the mortgage for the property in 
Orchard Croft, which was desig¬ 
nated his second home by House 
of Commons authorities after the 
MP purchased a one-bedroom flat 
in central London. 

This week Mr Rammell repeat¬ 
ed he had nothing to hide and said 
he supported Government plans 
for a complete overhaul of the 
expenses system. 

“I have claimed for mortgage 
interest, repairs and maintenance, 


council tax, food, furnishings and 
utility bills on my Harlow home 
which the Commons authorities 
required me to designate my sec¬ 
ond home when I became a minis¬ 
ter,” he told the Star. 

“Although my claims have 
always been within the rules and in 
the bottom 25 per cent of 
claimants, I recognise the expens¬ 
es system is completely discredit¬ 
ed which is why I no longer claim 
anything from the [ additional 


costs ] allowance. 

“As MPs of all parties we are 
responsible for allowing a flawed 
and discredited system to continue 
for far too long. We now urgently 
need root and branch reform and I 
am strongly supporting that.” 

This week an official inquiry 
into MPs’ expenses began. A full 
list of every claim made by minis¬ 
ters over the past four years is due 
to be published on the House of 
Commons website today.

September 
start for bin 
switchover 




CONTROVERSIAL new arrange¬ 
ments for refuse and recycling col¬ 
lections will be wheeled out across 
Harlow from September. 

Most of the town’s homes - around 
22,500 households - will be supplied 
with two-wheeled bins for general 
household waste and dry recyclable 
goods by the end of August. 

They will also receive a separate container 
for food waste. 

The changes will be phased in, with col¬ 
lections from each wheeled bin taking place 
on alternate weeks. Food waste will continue 
to be picked up weekly. 

Residents in houses and low-rise properties 
will also be able to book special weekly col¬ 
lections for disposable nappies and inconti-

nence products. 

Those living in flats will continue to 
receive weekly collections of residual waste 
and fortnightly pick-ups of dry recycling 
from communal bins, while anyone who has 
genuine difficulty in adapting to the new sys¬ 
tem can apply for assisted collections. 

The decision to dump existing arrange¬ 
ments was confirmed by Harlow Council 
back in February, when it was revealed the 
current waste contractors Veolia had been 
handed the new contract following a tender¬ 
ing process. 

Eddie Johnson, chairman of the council’s 
environment and community committee, 
insisted a complete overhaul of the current 


system was needed to meet Government 
recycling targets. 

“Harlow must do more to reduce, re-use 
and recycle waste,” he said. “Councils up and 
down the country are changing and we need 
to ensure we provide the appropriate services 
to enable our residents to help with this 
change too. 

“Continuing to send waste to landfill could 
have a knock-on effect for council taxpayers. 
Councils will be fined if they fail to reduce 
the amount of landfilled biodegradable waste, 
and landfill costs will increase. The potential 
extra costs of doing nothing have been esti¬ 
mated at £lm per month across Essex.”

days later but decided to call in the police 
when the rings had still failed to materialise 
on their return visit. 

Mrs Jones-Chapman added: “The care my 
nan received when she was at the hospital 
was absolutely fantastic and everybody did 
all they could, but the hospital has been 
really bad over the handling of this. 

“Nobody seems to be taking it seriously. We 
don’t know what happened, they might have 
been taken off while she was being washed 
and somebody saw them and took them or 
they might have been taken from her. But 
we do know she was wearing them when we 
left her after she had died.” 

A spokesman for the hospital confirmed a 
“formal” investigation is under way and 
added that it is co-operating fully with the 
police. 

A spokesman for Essex Police also 
confirmed that it was investigating a report 
that rings were taken from a patient after 
she died at the hospital but declined to 
comment further.

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Pleasures of pedal power 
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'Depressed' 
man died of 
stab wound 
to the heart 

A POLISH immigrant 
living in Harlow killed 
himself with a knife 
following a battle with 
depression, an inquest 
heard on Tuesday. 

The body of Dominik 
Kisztelinski (32) was found 
by police at his flat in 
Peacocks on July 22 last 
year. 

A large knife and a note 
containing a reference to a 
poem were found near to 
his body. 

Mr Kisztelinski’s sister, 
Agnieszka, told 
Chelmsford Coroner’s 
Court her brother had 
previously talked about 
taking his own life. 

She said he called her on 
July 16 last year to say that 
he was worried about a 
presentation he was due to 
give at work. 

She and their mother then 
received text messages sent 
from his phone two days 
later saying that he was 
very busy. It was to be the 
last they ever heard from 
him. 

A post mortem 
examination confirmed the 
cause of death as 
haemorrhaging caused by a 
stab wound to the heart, 
while a toxicology report 
found Mr Kisztelinski had 
also taken a potentially 
lethal cocktail of 
paracetamol and 
phenazopyrine. 

Police officers who 
attended the scene found 
no evidence of anything 
suspicious. 

Recording a verdict of 
suicide, coroner Caroline 
Beasley-Murray said: “I 
have come to the very sad 
conclusion that Mr 
Kisztelinski intended to 
take his own life.

THE future of Harlow Welfare 
Rights & Advice finally looks to 
be secure after councillors 
agreed in principle to award a 
cut-price five-year contract to 
the service. 

The deal, which is set to begin on 
July 1, will provide HWRA with 
£120,000 of funding per year and 
enable a reduced service to continue 
operating from the Advice Centre in 
West Gate. 

However, opening hours will be 
reduced and the number of staff 
trimmed. 

The agreement comes after months of 
negotiations and legal wrangling about 
the future of HWRA which came to a 
head in March when the High Court 
ordered Harlow Council to reconsider its 
plans to slash the service’s budget by up 
to 82 per cent. 

The judge ruled that the authority had

failed in its legal obligation to give “due 
regard” to the impact of such a drastic 
cutback on those who relied most on the 
service - the vulnerable and needy mem¬ 
bers of the town’s community. 

The new contract, details of which 
were agreed at a behind-closed-doors 
meeting of the council’s policy and 
resources committee last Wednesday, 
still represents a massive 72 per cent cut 
in HWRA’s budget and will almost cer¬ 
tainly lead to staff redundancies and a 
compromised level of service. 

HWRA head Sue Jones told the Star: 
“We realise the council is in difficult 
financial circumstances so we welcome 
its decision to approve in principal a 
five-year contract for welfare rights and 
advice services. 

“Unfortunately, because of the reduc¬ 
tion in funding, we’ve had to reduce our 


opening hours and won’t be able to offer 
the same levels of service as before. But 
it’s still good news for the town and 
those who rely on our expertise every 
year. 

“I would like to thank the many thou¬ 
sands of people who signed the petition 
to save the service; we are very grateful 
for all their support.” 

Council leader Andrew Johnson said 
the funding cut brought HWRA’s budget 
in line with similar services provided in 
other towns and represented value for 
money for council taxpayers. 

“This decision removes any uncertain¬ 
ty over HWRA’s future,” he added. “This 
deal represents value for money for the 
council and means high quality special¬ 
ist services can continue to be provided 
for those who need help the most. 

“Now we can look forward and con¬ 
tinue to work with HWRA to provide 
advice services for the residents of 
Harlow at a level which is in line with 
other authorities.”

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Recycling waste 
'contaminated' 
by the wrong 
types of plastic 

HOUSEHOLDERS have been 
told to be more careful about 
what they throw into their 
recycling bins following a rise 
in so-called ‘contaminated’ 
waste. 

Council chiefs say that while 
recycling levels in Harlow 
continue to rise, more and 
more non-recyclable plastics 
are being put into bins. 

As a result, some loads are not 
being collected and this is 
causing concern that there 
could be a detrimental effect 
on the town’s recycling rates. 
Tony Hall, chairman of the 
council’s environment and 
community committee, said: 
“The people of Harlow 
continue to show their 
commitment to helping the 
environment by recycling ever 
increasing amounts of waste. 
Unfortunately very few waste 
recycling companies accept all 
kinds of plastics so we are 
asking residents to be careful 
that their recycling is not 
contaminated with the wrong 
type.” 

The kerbside collections of 
blue boxes and white bags 
containing plastic are only for 
plastic bottles without lids. 
Items such as plastic food 
trays, yoghurt pots and other 
packaging should be taken to 
designated recycling centres. 


Family in shock after 
racist attack on dad 



THE wife of a man who was in¬ 
jured in a suspected racist attack 
has spoken about the affect it has 
had on the family. 

Sajjad Iqbal (37) needed six stitch¬ 
es to a wound on his wrist after he was 
pushed into a pond by a sniggering 
thug holding a bottle of beer. 

As police stepped up their hunt to find 
the culprit, Mr Iqbal’s wife Tanzeela (28) 
said the couple’s two young sons were so 
upset by what happened they are having 
sleeping problems 

The incident, which police say could 
have had tragic consequences, happened 
last Wednesday while Mr and Mrs Iqbal 
and their children were standing by a pond 
near St Mark’s School in Tripton Road, 
Harlow. 

“We were standing there looking at the 
ducks when we saw two men talking to 
each other and looking at us,” said Mrs 
Iqbal. “Then one of the men ran over and 
pushed my husband in the pond. 

“They began laughing but when they 
saw my husband was injured they ran 
away. 

“I believe they were racist because they

picked on my husband for no reasor 
which has left him very upset and very 
very shaken. The children were crying anc 
they are having problems sleeping 
because they are so scared.” 

She added: “We are very peaceful peo¬ 
ple and he hadn’t done anything to make 
this happen. We have lived here for si> 
years and not had a problem before.” 

Inspector Andy Bray, of the Harlov 
neighbourhood policing team, is leading 
the search for the thug. “This was a mind¬ 
less attack on a man who had been enjoy¬ 
ing a walk around the pond with his wife 
and children,” he said. 

“Mr Iqbal received a serious injury tc 
his arm in the fall but the incident coulc 
have had more tragic consequences hac 
the water been deep and he had beer 
unable to get out. 

“Fortunately this sort of offence is no 
common in Harlow but we will be increas¬ 
ing patrols in the area and urge members o 
the public to come forward if they saw wha 
happened or know the man responsible.” 

The man who carried out the attack is 
decribed as white, aged between 25-30 
about 6ft tall with fair hair. He was wear¬ 
ing a dark jacket and blue jeans and was 
holding a bottle of Stella lager.

Man admits harassing pregnant former girlfriend 


A MAN who subjected his former 
girlfriend to a 36-hour ordeal after 
they had broken up has been spared 
jail. 

Instead, Mark Bell (33) of 
Berecroft, Harlow, was made the sub¬ 
ject of a two-year community order on 
condition he attends domestic abuse 
therapy. 

Judge Christopher Ball warned 
Bell, who admitted harassment 
involving fear of violence: “If you 
keep coming back here you will go to 


prison. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told 
on Monday that after the relationship 
between Bell and Christine Keen 
ended he went to her house on 
November 23 last year and asked to 
speak to her. 

Ms Keen, who was 10 weeks preg¬ 
nant, agreed and then went to his 
house where her ordeal began. 

Richard Kelly, prosecuting, told the 
court: “At about 6.30pm he refused to 
let her leave and she spent the night 


curled up on the floor. He had been 
angry, kicking bins and CD racks.” 

Mr Kelly said the argument related 
to her pregnancy and a previous rela¬ 
tionship of his. Mr Kelly said that the 
following morning while Bell was 
having a shower Ms Keen tried to 
leave but he came down and stopped 
her. 

Later they went to a pub and also 
stayed in a Travelodge where there 
was an incident involving the recep¬ 
tionist. 


Mr Kelly continued: “Bell wasn't 
going to let Ms Keen leave while she 
had got his child.” 

Later they walked around the 
streets of Harlow arguing before she 
ended up at her mother's home. There 
was no reply but she went to a neigh¬ 
bour’s house and police were called. 

Noel Casey, representing Bell, said 
in mitigation his client had a history 
of bad tempered behaviour and loss of 
control but was willing to co-operate 
with a community order.

Cops warn 
vandals of 
crackdown 


VANDALS are being warned to 
think twice before committing 
offences this summer as police in 
Harlow vow to crack down on 
criminal damage. 

A total of 38 incidents were recorded 
during the first 10 days of last month 
but over the same period this month 
there have already been 50 reports. 

Chief inspector Nick Morris, command¬ 
er of the Harlow district, said: “People 
often don’t realise their actions could be 
seen as reckless until it’s too late. Many 
senseless pranks showing off in front of 
friends have led to people spending a night 
in a cell, a court appearance and a criminal 
record. 

“My message goes out to any offenders: 
you have been warned. Stop now or face 
the consequences.” 

Despite the recent spate of crimes, police 
have succeeded in reducing the number of 
incidents of criminal damage since last 
year. 

In April and May 2008 nearly 300

reports were received but over the same 
period this year there had been only 230 
offences reported, a drop of 21 per cent. 

One victim of the recent spate said it was 
costing her £1,000 to have her car repaired 
after it was scratched with a car key while 
parked in Harlow. 

“I was looking forward to taking my 
nine-year-old son on holiday this year, 
which may not be an option now,” she said. 

“The people who did this need to think 
about how they would feel if it happened to 
them or their parents. What would they 
have to go without in order to pay for it?” 

Chief Inspector Morris added: “Some 
see these incidents as minor but for every 
incident there is a victim who files a report 
of criminal damage with us. 

“All reports are fully investigated by my 
officers and any offenders identified are 
placed before the courts. Each month we 
are arresting more people for this type of 
crime.”

Gang stole cash 
from rail station 
ticket machines 

A GANG used an oxyacetylene torch to 
prize open ticket machines on train 
station platforms late at night and take 
the cash, a court heard. 

The four crooks stole just under £2,500 
but in the process caused damage that 
cost almost £30,000 to repair. 

The court heard ticket machines at 
Harlow Mill, Sawbridgeworth, Cuffley 
and Cheshunt were hit. 

Russell North (36), of Milwards, 

Harlow, and Philip Walsh (22), of 
Hornbeams, Harlow, pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to steal. North’s nephew 
Rico Miller (19), of Milwards, Harlow, 
and Ricky Crook (23), of Adams House, 
The High, Harlow, admitted three 
counts of theft. 

St Albans Crown Court heard on 
Tuesday the thefts took place during a 
two-week period last year. 

Colin Banham, prosecuting, said the 
defendants were arrested after police 
stopped a car carrying three of the men 
in Waltham Cross. 

North was jailed for 20 months and 
ordered to pay £1,250 compensation 
for the damage. 

Miller was given eight months in a 
young offenders’ institute which was 
suspended for two years, ordered to 
complete 150 hours of unpaid work and 
pay £2,000 in compensation. 

Crook was given an eight-month prison 
sentence suspended for two years, 
placed under supervision for 18 months 
and ordered to carry out 100 hours of 
unpaid work. 

Walsh was given a 12-month sentence 
suspended for two years, ordered to 
carry out 200 hours of unpaid work and 
pay compensation of £3,000.

Terrified teen's 
train ride ordeal 


TALK about a lucky 
escape! An American 
tourist miraculously 
survived after 
spending two hours 
clinging to the 
outside of a long¬ 
distance train as it 
sped through the 
Australian outback. 
Chad Vance (19) had got off 
train to stretch his legs during 
a 40-minute stop and thought 
he had returned in plenty of 
time to get back to his seat 
before it pulled away. 

But when he saw it heading 
out of the station in southern 
Australia without him, he 
grabbed the stairway handrail 
to leap on board. 

Squeezed into the tiny 
stairwell, terrified Chad, 



pictured above, had to hold 
on for dear life for two hours 
before anyone heard his calls 
for help. 

Dressed in just jeans and a T- 
shirt, he almost froze to death 
as the overnight train reached 
speeds of up to 70mph in 


temperatures as low as -7C. 
Despite this he still managed 
to film some of his ordeal on 
his digitial camera. 

He was finally rescued when 
engineer Marty Wells heard 
him banging and yelling and 
pulled the emergency brake to 
stop the train. 

Speaking about his frightening 
ordeal, Chad said he didn't 
think twice about jumping onto 
the train as his luggage and 
passport were all on board. 
"Call it instinct but I just went 
for it and I didn't even consider 
if I would be in any trouble," he 
told an Australian journalist ."I 
feel very lucky to be alive." 

The train, which is known as 
The Ghan, travels from 
Adelaide to Alice Springs and 
Darwin, taking two nights to 
cover 2,979km.

The teacher in 
tune with our 
musical youth 


H arlow is wen 

known as a town with 
a thriving music 
scene. And one woman who 
contributed to that was 
Daphne Allard, who taught 
at schools for a period 
spanning three decades from 
the 1950s through to the 
1970s. 

Sadly Daphne is no longer with us, 
but Nostalgia correspondent Sheila 
Hiller wrote in with her memories of 
a lady who had a lasting influence on 
many young people. 

“Daphne came to the village school at 
Matching one day a week for the four 
years that I was headteacher,” writes 
Sheila. “It was a typical small school 
with only two rooms, yet Daphne 
managed to give recorder tuition in 
the small cloakroom and to teach 
music in the larger classroom. 

“She took pupils to the district 
schools’ music festivals. She also 
taught at Hatfield Heath Primary 
School and later, when I was head of 
Latton Green Infant School in 
Harlow, she came regularly to teach. 
“One of the highlights was the song 
written by pupils to commemorate the

Queen’s Silver Jubilee. Daphne wrote 
the music and it was recorded and 
sent to Buckingham Palace.” 

She added: “Daphne also taught 
music at Milwards School when Mrs 
Delahunt was headteacher and her 
spare time was given up to take pupils 
to music festivals in the district. 
“Despite her ill health in her 
retirement, nothing was too much 
trouble for her. She remained 
remarkably cheerful and enjoyed her 
garden and the company of others, 
especially her children, grandchildren 
and great grandchildren. 

“There will be many past pupils who 
will recall their class music lessons, 
the end-of-term concerts and 
individual tuition they received either 
in primary schools or at the Saturday 
Music School which were such a 
valuable part of the musical life of 
Harlow.”

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SOME 27 months after 
developers finished 
building work on a 
sporting ‘Mecca’ in 
Harlow, the town’s ath¬ 
letic and running clubs 
are still unable to stage 
competitive sport at the 
complex. 

The state-of-the-art track 
and field facility at Mark 
Hall Sportscentre in London 
Road was billed as a focal 
point for the East region 
when builders completed 
the two-year multi-million 
pound scheme with cash 
from the Gateway Project. 

The athletic and running 
clubs’ old home in 
Hammarskjold Road was sold 
off for housing. 

Mark Hall says it needs more 
money to finish the work at the 
new site, but both Essex 
County Council and Harlow 
District Council claim extra 
funding - of potentially 
£54,000 - has not been claimed 
by the school! 

Meanwhile, Harlow Athletic 
Club - which last staged com¬ 
petitive meetings at its old run¬ 
down Sportcentre home more 
than 16 YEARS AGO - is still 
paying other athletic clubs to 
use their facilities as its own are 
still not up to scratch. 

The main problem of 
drainage at the site has largely 
been sorted, while Harlow 
Athletic Club say minor works 
are needed to get the site ready 
for UKA (UK Athletics) 


be improved. 

“Requests made to the facili¬ 
ty, on behalf of UKA, to con¬ 
duct annual inspections were 
made in 2008 and again earlier 
this year. To date the facility 
has NOT given its authorisa¬ 
tion.” 

Harlow Athletic Club 
spokesman Paul Avontuur says 
all members want the work 
done as quickly as possible. 
“There are things that are hold¬ 
ing us back with this develop¬ 
ment and that’s disappointing. 
What’s worrying is there is no 
timescale in which this will be 
resolved. It is unclear who is 
taking responsibility for it.” 

June Tulloch, Director of 
Sport at Mark Hall, has pledged 
to set up a special meeting with 
officials from Essex County 
Council, Harlow Council, UKA 
and officials from the town’s 
athletic and running clubs to 
discuss the ongoing problems. 

She was unable to comment 
due to time constraints but says 
there is an action plan to get 
everything done although Mark 
Hall has NOT received annual 
funding and needs more money. 

It’s a Mark Hall minefield 
and it as time drags on and on 
the real losers are the town’s 
athletic and running clubs - and 
the people of Harlow.

approval. 

However, UKA say they have 
been REFUSED permission to 
inspect the site by the school 
over the last year! 

There also appears to be a 
stalemate over money. 

Harlow Councillor Tony 
Hall, Chairman of the 
Environment and Community 
committee, told Star Sport: 
“As part of the legal agreement 
for the athletics track, the 
Council agreed to allocate 
£13,650 per year, for a maxi¬ 
mum of 11 years, that Mark 
Hall School could claim for 
routine maintenance and 
repairs. Since the completion of 
the track [in 2007] this alloca¬ 
tion has remained unclaimed by 
the school. 

“The Council’s Head of 
Community Services has 
repeatedly requested meetings 
with the school to discuss this 
and other matters relating to the 
track and is awaiting a 


response. The school has not 
raised the funding issue with 
the Council and we look for¬ 
ward to their response to our 
invitation.” 

An Essex County Council 
spokeswoman added: “We have 
a funding agreement with 
Harlow Council. We are aware 
that the centre should have had 
the grant.” 

UKA Regional Athletics 
Facility Assessor Ralph 
Burrows first assessed the 
London Road complex in 2007 
but drainage problems meant 
he was unable to give it the 
accreditation it needed. 

He told Star Sport: “Mark 
Hall was first certified in 
August 2007 and was awarded 
a Class 5 rating not being suit¬ 
able to hold competitions in 
pole vault, hammer, discus and 
shot. Significant reasons for 
imposing these restrictions 
were non-conforming event 
sites and the poor drainage of 
the infield. 

“I am advised the drainage 
problem has now been resolved 
and subject to inspection, the 
classification of Mark Hall may
